Inadequate to Meet ships in the physical sciences and mathematics than in any 
other fields, the U.S. Office of Education has reported. 
However, substantial capacity in existing institutions for 
ind additional doctoral candidates goes unused because of a dearth of fellowship and other 
2c ing financial assistance. 


Needs, USOE Reports 


— According to latest figures obtainable -- for the school year 1959-60 -- 20,811 
al graduate fellowships were granted with a total value of $35,040,578. Fellowships for 


f sciences and engineering were valued at $19,424,354. This is over half (55 percent) 
of the total value of all fellowships. Fellowships in the social sciences and humanities 
were valued at $10,728,383 or 30.6 percent. The remainder, $4,887,841 or 13.9 percent 
was given to education and miscellaneous fields. 


Of the nearly 21,000 fellowships, 15,215 were awarded by the universities; 3,425 
hool# yere federally financed, and private foundations awarded over 2,171. 


-tim The universities estimated thatthey could have accommodated in 1959-60 considerably 
more than the number of graduate students then enrolled. Estimates of additional 
doctoral capacity exceeded 20,000. More than half of this capacity could have been 
devoted to students of science and engineering had the financial backing been available, q 
the Office of Education was told. 


These are among the findings in a new Office of Education publication, "Doctoral q 
Study, Fellowships and Capacity of Graduate Schools," by John L. Chase, specialist for 
graduate education.

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Some 130,000 veterans are expected to be in training this fall 


More than 155,000 
Now Enrolled in under the Korea GI Bill, more than six years following the | 
Veterans Programs close of the Korea Conflict, according to the Veterans | 

Administration. This is more than half of the 250,000 | 
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enrolled last fall. At the peak of the GI education and training program, Novembey 
1947, more than 2.5 million World War II veterans were in training under the GI 
Bill. 


An additional 6,500 disabled Korea veterans, a drop of some 1,000 fromlast fall's 
enrollment, are expected to be taking vocational rehabilitation training under a 
special act for the seriously disabled. The peak of this program was in December, 
1947, when 255,000 disabled World War II veterans were in training. 


A smaller and newer educational assistance program for orphans of deceased 
servicemen and veterans, whose deaths were the result of their military service, 
is gaining momentum. The VA predicted that about 18,500 orphans would be enrolled 
this fall under this program, compared to 12,000 last fall. 


More than half of the veterans in training this fall will be in the nation's 
colleges and universities, and another one-third will be in schools below the college 
level. The rest will be taking on-the-job or institutional on-farm training. 


For most Korea veterans, the vocational rehabilitation program will end on 
January 31, 1964; and for those training under the GI Bill, the program ends January 
31, 1965. The orphans' educational assistance program will continue for many years, 
and is expected to reach its peak in the middle 1960s. 


Congress Amends An amendment to the National Defense Education Act passed 
NDEA Loan Terms late in the 1961 Session of Congress makes the maximum for 


Federal loans to students apply to the academic rather than 
the calendar year. Previously the $1,000 limit per student has applied to a 12- 
month calendar year. It now means the academic year--normally about nine months-- 
and is designed to prcvide equity to students operating under an accelerated 
schedule permitting them to complete four academic years in three calendar years. 


Many Borrowers Preliminary results of a survey by the U. S. Office of 
Plan to Teach Education indicate that three outof every five college 


students who have borrowed money under the National Defense 
Education Act of 1958 are planning to teach, thus fulfilling one of the major goals 
set by Congress in passing the act, Secretary Abraham Ribicoff has reported. In 
contrast, among college students generally, only about one in four actually enters 
teaching. 


The Office of Education had loaned about $120 million to 230,000 college 
students and postgraduates as of June 30, Secretary Ribicoff said. The actual 
money available, however, was at least $133 million, since the act obliges colleges 
“nd universities making the loans to add at least one dollar of their own for every 
nine dollars expended by the Office of Education. 


Thousand Attend The total attendance at the Council's Annual Meeting on 
Annual Meeting October 5 and 6 reached 1,003, according to an analysis of 


the registration list. There were 143 persons (plus 64 
duplications) representing 76 constituent member organizations, 581 persons 
representing 405 institutional members, 33 persons representing associate members, 
and 246 guests. Delegates came from 44 states and the District of Columbia. 


Among the guests were representatives of five foreign countries, 10 foundationg 
17 nonmember organizations, 27 nonmember institutions, 3 nonmember secondary schools; 
14 embassies, and 20 agencies of the Federal Government.

Another university adopts a questionnaire control policy. The Adminis- 
trative Council of the University of Rhode Island endorsed, in May, 


"Regulations Governing the Sending out of Questionnaires by Members of 
the University Staff and by Students." Part of the statement follows: 


"Recognizing that much valuable research may depend upon the use 

of questionnaires, it would appear that measures should be implemented 
to establish a University policy aimed at correcting the basis for 
complaints, while guaranteeing to those who need to utilize question- 
naires, full measure of freedom from arbitrary control. 


It is therefore requested that, hereafter, all questionnaires, 

whatever their nature or destination -- to organizations, industries, 
governmental agencies, or educational institutions -- sent out by 
staff members or students, be presented to the University Coordinator 
of Research for review prior to distribution. 


Whenever any such questionnaire is presented, it should be accompanied 
: by a detailed statement as to the importance of the data being sought, 
so that the reviewing agency may judge not only the need for the 
questionnaire, but also its possible effectiveness in accomplishing the 
objectives the originator has in mind."

Government to Pay A new policy designed to help scientific journals meet 
Publication Costs their costs in publishing research results has been 
adopted by the Federal Council for Science and Technology. 
Under the policy, which has been followed by some government agencies in the past 


and is now standard for all, page charges for publication of scientific research 
results in scientific journals will be budgeted for and paid as a necessary part 
of research costs under federal grants and contracts. 


Scientific policy representatives of federal agencies that make up the Council 


established four criteria for honoring page charge bills submitted ag journal 
publishers: 


(1) The research papers report work supported by the gosierinenierti.. 


(2) The charges are levied impartially on all research papers published 
by the journal, whether by non-government or by government authors. 


(3) Payment of such charges is in no sense a condition for acceptance 
of manuscripts by the journal. 


(4) The journals involved are not operated for profit. 


The new policy was stimulated by the National Science Foundation, which bears 
a coordinating responsibility for government scientific information policies and 
programs. The Federal Council for Science and Technology was established by 
Executive Order 10807, in 1959, and includes representatives from the Departments 
of Agriculture, Commerce, Defense, Interior, and Health, Education, and Welfare, 
as well as from the National Aeronautics and Space Administration, the Atomic 
Energy Commission, and the National Science Foundation. Its: purpose is to provide 


more effective planning and administration of federal scientific and technological 
programs. 


Women's Education Three articles in continuing education for women are 
Featured in Record featured in the October issue of the Educational Record. 
Professor Esther Raushenbush of Sarah Lawrenc: College 
sums up the central problem in these words: "We must not only consider how to do 
ug long-range planning from our point of view and stop discouraging girls from 
undertaking long-range planning, but we must also: (1) provide ways of carrying 
out such planning in college; (2) find ways of helping women continue their edu- 
cation through the early years of marriage and child rearing; and (3) provide 
good opportunities for them to resume training in the later years, when they are 
freed from the most time-consuming duties of the earlier years." In supplementary 
articles, the Minnesota Plan for Women's Continuing Education is described by its 
coordinator, Virginia L. Senders, and the Radcliffe Institute of Independent Study 
is explained by President Mary I. Bunting.

Professor Frederick S- Allen of Boston University urges a revival of the study of 
English history as a way of understanding how, in an emerging nation, “authoritarianism 
gave way to oligarchy and then democracy." Dean E. D. Duryea of Hofstra College 
suggests that each college and university study its own institutional personelity, sineg 
"each has an image in the public eye which affects the kinds of students who apply for 
admission, influences donors or potential donors, encourages or discourages prospective 
faculty members, creates loyalty or resentment among alumni, and extends to other 
similar aspects of an institution's activities." 


The keynote of another article, by Dean Robert L. Williams of the University of 
Michigan, is that "there are so many variations in the factors affecting costs that 
comparisons of average costs, with implied meanings for efficiency of operation with- 
out consideration of quality, become of highly questionable value." He is discussing 
the dangers in the currently popular pastime of attempting to discover how much it 
costs an educational institution to educate the average student.
